PROFILE. 

JAMES  V  OF  SCOTLAND,  1512-1542. 

James  V  of  Scotland  was  born  at  Linlithgow  on  10th  April  1512.  He  came  to  the 
throne  in  1513  when  his  father  (James  IV)  was  killed  at  Flodden.  During  his  minority 
the  regency  was  vested  first  with  his  mother,  Queen  Margaret,  and  then  (on  his 
mother’s  second  marriage  to  the  Earl  of  Angus  in  1514)  it  was  transferred  to  the 
Duke  of  Albany.  Young  James  had  to  endure  constant  quarrels  between  the  house 
of  Angus,  which  was  favourable  to  England,  and  the  house  of  Albany,  which  looked 
favourably  upon  France;  the  Queen-mother  struggling  to  gain  and  regain  the 
king’s  person. 

At  this  time  Henry  VIII  was  on  the  throne  of  England  and  he  was  not  indifferent 
to  the  possibility  of  a  Scottish  alliance  with  England. 

In  1524  James  was  considered  fit  to  govern  and  parliament  declared  that  he  should 
be  advised  by  his  mother  and  a  council.  Albany  retired  to  France.  All  this  came 
about  mainly  by  the  efforts  of  Henry  VIII  who  hoped  for  an  alliance  between  James 
and  his  daughter  Mary.  But  Jamie,  a  man  of  character,  visited  France  and  chose  a 
French  bride.  In  1537  he  was  married,  at  Paris,  to  Madeleine,  daughter  of  King 
Francis  I.  Madeleine  died  soon  after  her  arrival  in  Scotland. 

In  1538,  James  made  a  second  marriage,  being  united  to  Mary  (1515-60),  daughter 
of  Claude,  Duke  of  Guise,  and  widow  of  Louis  of  Orleans,  Duke  of  Longueville. 

About  this  time  James’s  foreign  policy  became  clear  and  he  ranged  himself 
among  the  enemies  of  England.  In  1536  he  refused  to  meet  Henry  VIII  at  York. 

Two  plots  to  murder  the  king  were  uncovered  and  James  also  foiled  the  attempt 
of  Henry  VIII  to  kidnap  him.  The  relations  between  the  two  countries  became 
very  unfriendly  and  in  1542  Henry  sent  an  army  to  invade  Scotland.  On  25th  of 
November  1542  James’s  forces  were  scattered  at  the  rout  of  Solway  Moss. 

This  was  a  tremendous  blow  to  James.  It  preyed  on  his  mind,  and  on  the  14th 
December  he  died  at  Falkland,  having  just  heard  of  the  birth  of  his  daughter.  His 
two  sons  having  died  in  infancy,  his  successor  was  his  only  legitimate  child,  Mary. 

He  also  left  several  illegitimate  children,  among  them  James  Stewart,  Earl  of 
Moray,  Lord  John  Stewart  (Prior  of  Coldingham)  and  Lord  Robert  Stewart,  Earl 
of  Orkney. 

James  V  was  very  popular  with  his  subjects  due  to  his  habit  of  mingling  with  the 
peasantry.  This  earned  him  the  title  of  “King  of  the  commons”. — M.A.

Its  date  could  be 
anything  during  the  last  twenty  years. 

“Unfortunately  this  particular  item  has  suffered  the  effects  of  inflation  and  I  must  ask  you 
to  increase  your  guinea  prize  to  22/-  in  order  that  I  may  toast  the  future  success  of  your  firm 
and  publication  in  a  bottle  of  ‘Golden  Guinea’  bought  from  Victoria  Wine  and  Tylers  Ltd.  (see 
page  14  of  their  Winter  Price  List)”. 

We  have  decided  that  the  three  following  entries  deserve  a  consolation  prize  of  half  a  guinea : 

1.  “  The  unusual  piece  illustrated  on  Plate  3  of  your  January  Bulletin  is  a  bracteate  and  first 
struck  in  1868  at  the  Parkington  mint  (a  view  of  the  workshop  is  attached).  There  have  been 
several  issues  since  then,  but  in  the  absence  of  a  die  number  it  is  difficult  to  date  specimens 
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precisely.  The  legend  georgivs  iii  de  gratia  is  abbreviated  for  ‘George  III  was  by  the  Grace 
of  God  dead  before  this  was  bottled  .  .  R.  N.  Bridge ,  Banstead. 

2.  “The  gold  is  but  the  guinea’s  stamp’’.

3.  Mr.  B.  F.  Gibbon,  of  Cwmbran,  sends  us  a  “die  duplicate”,  with  a  postscript — “The 
bottle  needed  opening”.

FACTS  AND  FIGURES— 1966. 

Royal  Mint — Ninety- Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Deputy  Master  and  Controller  for  the 
year  1966;  107  pp.,  8  pi.  (Price  12/6;  zve  can  supply;  postage  1/6). 

I  have  been  sent  a  copy  of  Royal  Mint  Report  for  1966  for  review  and  from  its  interesting 
pages  I  have  gleaned  the  following  facts  and  figures. 

Queen’s  Award  to  Industry  for  Export  Achievements  was  gained  by  the  Royal  Mint  and 
presented  by  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh. 

Churchill  crowns,  1965.  Striking  of  these  continued  until  July  1966,  by  which  time 
19,640,000  had  been  made;  over  three  times  the  previous  highest  figure  for  a  crown — 6  million 
dated  1953. 

Sovereigns  struck  dated  1966  totalled  5,850,000;  in  addition  more  dated  1965  were  made, 
making  the  number  with  that  date,  3,800,000. 

Proof,  Specimen  and  Selected  Coins  issued  during  the  year — 

Bahama  Islands,  1966  sets  of  9  coins  from  the  5  dollars — 75,050  and  sets  of  7  coins  from  the 
dollar — 150,000.

MAXEN  WLEDIG  WRITES  .  .  . 

Ancient  Numismatics  in  Britain  and  America 

Reading  Mr.  Richard  Reece’s  very  interesting  series  of  articles  on  coin  collections 
in  France  has  brought  forward  to  my  attention  the  differences  in  the  attitudes  to 
Ancient  numismatics  in  Britain  and  America. 

In  America,  as  one  might  expect,  there  are  far  more  museums  with  large  coin 
collections  than  in  this  country.  There  are  about  sixty  collections  of  some  importance, 
and  two  of  these  are  associated  with  banks— the  Chase  Manhattan  Bank  in  New  York 
and  the  National  Bank  of  Detroit.  In  Britain,  on  the  other  hand,  the  only  museums 
with  important  departments  of  coins  and  medals  are  the  British  Museum,  the 
Fitzwilliam  Museum  in  Cambridge,  the  Heberden  Coin  Room  in  the  Ashmolean 
Museum  in  Oxford,  and  the  Hunterian  Collection  in  the  University  of  Glasgow. 
Only  in  these  museums  do  we  find  “professional”  numismatists  in  the  strictest  sense, 
by  which  is  meant  scholars  who  devote  their  entire  time  to  the  study  of  coins.  In  a 
small  number  of  museums  over  and  above  these  are  to  be  found  good  collections, 
which  are  generally  the  province  of  one  of  the  members  of  staff  whose  interests 
include  coinage. 

Outside  the  four  main  collections  in  Britain  there  are  no  numismatists  engaged 
in  research  as  a  full-time  occupation.  Together  with  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society, 
which  is  to  a  large  extent  their  instrument,  they  have  done  much  to  develop  a 
mystique  about  the  whole  field  of  ancient  numismatics — strangely,  in  the  field  of 
medieval  and  modern  coinage  this  mystique  does  not  exist  to  the  same  extent — 
which  is  founded  on  the  myth  that  in  order  to  be  a  numismatist  it  is  necessary  first 
to  be  a  Classicist.  Incredibly,  a  degree  in  Classics  is  still  the  requisite  for  a  member 
of  the  staff  of  the  Coin  Dept,  in  the  British  Museum,  regardless  of  what  field  of 
numismatics  that  member  of  staff  may  be  specializing.  Certainly  a  reasonable 
knowledge  of  Latin  and  Greek  is  necessary  for  a  specialist  in  the  Ancient  field,  but 
broadly  speaking  qualifications  in  Ancient  or  Medieval  History,  Art  History  or 
Archaeology  are  of  more  value.  In  this  age  it  seems  incredible  that  such  an  archaism 
should  still  exist. 
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It  is  not  surprising  therefore  that  the  average  coin  collector  avoids  'n 
the  mistaken  idea  that  they  are  strictly  a  field  for  the  classicist  and  the  i 
The  few  who  do  collect  Greek  and  Roman  coins  generally  favour  Roman  as  ucm6  — 
most  readily  comprehensible  series.  When  they  do  collect  Greek  coins  they  tend  to 
follow  the  principle  of  choosing  not  interesting  specimens  but  rather  the  best  pre¬ 
served  and  most  showy  pieces  that  they  can  obtain. 

In  America  the  situation  is  rather  different.  Again,  it  is  true,  one  finds  at  the  core 
of  Ancient  numismatics  a  group  of  scholars  who  are  engaged  in  full-time  research  in 
this  field— men  and  women  whose  standing  is  rightly  as  good  as  their  European 
colleagues— but  here  the  mystique  is  absent.  This  is  readily  apparent  from  the  number 
of  journals  of  a  more  popular  nature  that  are  devoted  to  a  large  extent  to  ancient 
coins.  Good  work  is  being  carried  out  at  all  levels  by  not  just  scholars  but  by 
collectors  who  have  enough  interest  to  read  standard  and  current  literature  on  all 
aspects  of  the  subject.  It  is  true,  of  course,  that  this  has  led  to  a  spate  of  books  dealing 
\  with  ancient  coins  that  are  of  very  dubious  value,  and  likewise  to  the  very  curious  and 
not  altogether  commendable  upsurge  of  reprinting  of  nineteenth  century  classics, 
sometimes  under  more  palatable  names,  notable  among  which  are  the  Argonaut 
reprints. 

But  here,  one  feels,  is  a  healthy  enthusiasm  which  is  quite  lacking  in  Britain,  and 
however  much  we  may  deplore  some  of  the  shallow  manifestations  of  it,  just  as 
archaeologists  in  Britain  may  deplore  the  glossy  representations  of  archaeology 
which  has  been  a  comparable  phenomenon  in  Britain,  surely  it  is  to  be  encouraged 
and  guided  to  more  fruitful  channels— for  what  use  is  scholarship  if  its  fruits  are 
only  shared  by  scholars  ?  It  is  a  duty  of  the  professional,  archaeologist  or  numismatist, 
to  popularize  his  work,  and  encourage  an  intelligent  interest  in  his  discipline  whenever 

possible. 

A  Coin  Find  from  Linlithgow 

A  very  interesting  find  was  made  in  January  1967  during  the  course  of  excavations 
at  Linlithgow  Palace,  West  Lothian.  Here  a  copper  penny  was  discovered,  stratified 
along  with  a  group  of  Medieval  pottery.  The  coin  is  what  was  once  known  as  a 
“Crossraguel”  penny  on  account  of  the  fact  that  a  large  number  found  at  Crossraguel 
Abbey  had  led  Sir  George  Macdonald  to  believe  that  they  were  struck  there  at  the 
end  of  the  fifteenth  century.  Work  by  more  recent  scholars  however  has  shown  that 
in  fact  they  were  struck  by  Bishop  Kennedy  of  St.  Andrews  in  the  late  fifteenth 
|  century,  and  enjoyed  a  fairly  wide  and  long  circulation  in  Scotland.  One  of  the 
"  remarkable  facts  about  the  series  is  that  there  are  almost  no  two  coins  sharing  the 
same  die  identities,  even  though  quite  a  large  number  are  known. 

The  coin  is  probably  going  to  be  of  value  in  dating  the  associated  pottery,  as 
apart  from  a  few  “fixed  dates”  from  pots  containing  Edwardian  coin  hoards,  and  a 
group  of  pottery  from  a  castle  which  was  not  founded  until  1460  and  which  therefore 
provides  us  with  a  date  within  broad  limits  for  the  finds,  we  have  very  little  means  of 
dating  the  sequence  of  Medieval  pottery  in  Scotland  except  by  comparing  it  with 
material  in  England.  This  is  often  difficult,  due  to  the  character  of  Scottish  Medieval 
pottery  and  the  fact  that  there  seems  to  be  a  time  lag  in  Scotland,  early  forms  of 
vessels  being  used  for  a  much  longer  period  than  across  the  Border. 

Another  interesting  coin  from  the  excavation  is  a  daaler  of  Westfriesland  of  1618, 
which  shows  the  way  foreign  coins,  and  in  particular  coins  from  the  Low  Countries, 
enjoyed  a  wide  circulation  in  Scotland  in  the  seventeenth  century. 
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Part  III.  Makers  in  the  London  Area.

INTRODUCTION  TO  PART  III. 

Parts  I  and  II  appeared  serially  in  the  Bulletin  in  1960  and  1966/67  respectively. 

In  London,  so  highly  geared  to  commerce  rather  than  manufacturing  industry, 
the  striking  of  tickets  and  checks  was  a  very  marginal  activity.  W  hat  there  was  of  it 
was  largely  concentrated  in  the  hands  of  very  few  firms.  In  the  preparation  of  this 
Part  a  strong  temptation  to  broaden  therefore  its  title  and  scope  by  including  entries 
tor  the  various  colourful  coin  and  medal  dealers  of  the  period  has  with  difficulty 
been  resisted.  They  need  to  be  studied  and  written  up  as  a  group,  including  cata¬ 
loguing  the  items,  sometimes  termed  ^private  tokens”,  which  they  caused  to  be 
struck  showing  particulars  of  their  own  businesses,  and  cataloguing  too  the  books  4 
and  articles  and  systematic  sale  lists  that  some  of  them  penned.  They  also  performed  * 
a  mundane  but  very  necessary  function  as  retail  outlets  for  the  large  flow  of  topical 
medals  from  the  presses  of  the  Birmingham  (and  to  a  lesser  extent  London)  die- 
sinkers.  Some  of  these  bygone  London  dealers  were  misleadingly  described  in 
directories  as  medallists”,  which  would  not  have  been  tolerated  in  Birmingham 

directories  (not  that  there  were  any  dealers  there  in  the  1800’s  until  late  in  the 
century). 

Faced  with  the  special  facility  that  London  directories  have  been  annual  publica¬ 
tions  since  before  1800,  entries  have  been  able  to  achieve  greater  precision  in 
address  and  business  span  dating  than  in  the  other  two  Parts.  On  the  other  hand,  this 
wealth  of  directories  has  produced  its  own  tyranny.  In-between  dates  have  had  to 
be  scrutinised  as  some  sojourns  at  particular  addresses  seem  to  have  interrupted  by 
ephemeral  moves  to  other  premises  nearby  and  back  again;  more  particularly,  it  has 
been  felt  compulsory  to  trace  further  back  to  the  origins  of  businesses  than  would 
normally  be  justified  by  their  scanty  known  emissions  at  a  late  date  in  their  careers. 

But  this  tracing  in  depth  has  unravelled  some  of  the  mysteries  presented  by  the 
scraps  of  recorded  and  visual  information  concerning  some  of  the  more  familiar 
medalets,  etc.,  and  their  issuers. 

Some  of  particularly  the  earlier  directories  were  careless  about  maintaining  a 
continuous  record  of  active  tradesmen,  with  or  without  the  incidence  of  moves  of 
address.  In  most  of  these  instances  it  has  been  possible  to  bridge  the  gaps.  From 
test  checkings  against  precisely  dateable  and  dated  discs,  a  firm  rule  of  practice  has 
emerged  and  been  put  into  effect  in  this  Part,  of  taking  the  true  date  of  entries  in  the  | 
annual  directories  as  being  the  previous  year  (when  the  compilers  were  gathering  " 
the  contents),  i.e.  deducting  one  year  from  their  titular  years.  Previous  datings 
published  by  the  Author  in  respect  of  e.g.  Ralph  Neal  are  thus  superseded  by  those 
shown  here. 

Market  tallies  were  struck  for  large  numbers  of  wholesalers  at  London  produce 
markets ;  a  list  of  the  latter  is  shown  under  Ralph  Neal. 

Through  successive  piecemeal  alterations  and  bulk  rationalizations  of  London 
street  names,  many  of  the  street  addresses  in  this  Part  are  obsolete,  also  in  some 
instances  the  streets  themselves  have  been  obliterated  by  the  cutting  of  new  thorough¬ 
fares.  Except  perhaps  for  one  or  two  obliterations  by  bombing  in  the  Second  World 
War  and  subsequent  replanning  of  street  patterns,  all  the  streets  and  byways  listed 
here  have  been  carefully  checked  for  any  subsequent  changes  of  name  etc.,  and 
such  changes  have  been  stated  in  parentheses  in  the  tables  of  addresses  or  in  the 
text  below  them. 
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AVERN,  Edward  Grant ;  BDM  1/93,  VI 1/35 

Edward  Avern,  medallist,  was  included  in  Part  I  of  this  Dictionary  ( Bulletin  1960,  p.  96)  as 
having  produced  at  least  two  tickets  during  the  Birmingham  part  of  his  career.  As  his  first 
part,  spent  in  London,  was  of  almost  equal  duration,  a  complementary  entry  here  seems 
appropriate  although  no  tickets  relative  to  it  have  been  encountered. 

His  starting  date  in  London  was  1819;  his  move  to  Birmingham  was  probably  in  1834, 
when  he  made  a  medal  of  Birmingham  Town  Hall  Music  Festival.  His  sole  London  address 
was : 

9  Stanhope  Street,  Clare  Market. 

Stanhope  Street  was  obliterated  by  having  lain  across  the  route  of  Kingsway,  when  this  was 
constructed  in  1900-05.  It  had  run  south-easterly  from  Kemble  Street  to  the  south-west  end 
of  Houghton  Street  which  led  into  Clare  Market.  These  last  two  streets  survive  on  the  south¬ 
east  of  Kingsway.  On  the  south-west  of  PCingsway,  Kemble  Street  also  survives,  together  with, 
leading  out  of  it,  the  line  of  the  first  30  yards  of  the  former  Stanhope  Street,  which,  however, 
is  blocked  from  continuing  into  Kingsway,  and  instead  forms  a  curiously  bent  tip  to  Kean 
Street  (formed  in  1901-2)  which  then  curves  into  Drury  Lane. 

Avern’s  medals  during  his  London  period  were  mostly  on  national  subjects.  The  three 
earliest  topical  events  among  them  were:  Waterloo  1815;  the  death  of  the  Prince  Regent  s 
daughter  Princess  Charlotte  in  Nov.  1817;  and  the  death  of  the  lawyer-politician  Sir  Samuel 
Romilly  in  Nov.  1818;  none  of  which  would  have  been  struck  in  the  same  year  as  the  event. 
As  is  noted  in  BDM  I,  Avern  struck  in  1824  two  memorial  medals  of  Izaak  Walton  (1593-1683), 
commissioned  by  Thomas  Gosden  (of  107  St.  Martin’s  Lane,  London),  a  bookseller  who 
specialized  in  works  on  angling.  One  of  them  (of  which  a  specimen  was  listed  for  sale  in  Num. 
Cir.  1930,  col.  327)  also  depicted  Charles  Cotton  (1630-87).

BADDELEY,  John  (&c.)  Grant ;  BDM  1/111,  VII/38 

The  history  of  the  Baddeley  family  of  London  diesinkers  started  in  the  Clerkenwell  district 
when  John  (Sr.)  set  up  in  1816  as  a  stamp  and  die  sinker.  He  continued  until  about  1850,  in 
streets  as  below  which  are  all  turnings  off  the  southern  portion  of  Goswell  Road  (this  portion 
was  then  known  as  Goswell  Street  and  the  northern  portion  as  Goswell  Street  Road  {sic)) : 

1816-17  *’  38  Gee  Street  (1818-19/20  unlisted); 

27  Seward  (sometimes  spelt  as  Steward)  Street; 

63  Compton  Street  (except  1838-9  at  no.  66); 

_ _  . ,  20  Allen  Street  (now  Dallington  Street). 

The  last-mentioned  address  was  then  occupied  1852-58  by  John  Rock  Baddeley  in  the 
same  trade.  However,  the  chronology  built  up  as  above  for  John  was  unaccountably  interspersed 
in  directories  with  entries  instead  for  J.  R.  Baddeley  in  1829,  1832,  and  possibly  1835.  Possibly 
this  was  all  one  person;  if  so,  the  listing  under  his  full  name  during  his  closing  years  would 
have  been  sensible  so  as  to  lessen  confusion  with  his  son  John  who  by  then  had  opened  a 
separate  business.  Incidentally,  the  Seward  Street  entry  for  1823  was  in  the  name  of  John 
Baddeley  &  Son. 

John  Baddeley  Sr.  executed  in  1825  a  medal  of  Cobbett  and  in  1837  one  for  swimming; 
also  (BDM  VII)  possibly  one  of  1835  bearing  simply  the  initials  J.B. 

Another  Baddeley  business  was  in  operation  meanwhile  in  a  more  northerly  turning  off 
Goswell  Road,  at  66  Rahere  Street.  Here,  Richard  and  Thomas  ran  it  together  in  1831-35  as 
diesinkers,  stampers  and  toolmakers;  and  Richard  Rock  (Baddeley)  in  1843-58  as  a  stamping; 
and  press  piercer.  The  name  Thomas  Baddeley  also  occurred  as  a  diesinker  and  name  cutter  in 
lg47_49  at  11  Anderson’s  Buildings,  City  Road  (forming  part  of  the  north  side  of  City  Road, 
nearly  a  third  of  a  mile  along  it  from  the  Angel,  Islington).  Charles  Baddeley  was  a  press  and 
tool  maker,  stamper  and  machinist,  general  diesinker,  and  eventually  aiso  manufactured 
“Punt  Gun  cartridges”;  active  as  follows: 

1852-56  \  5  Northampton  Terrace,  York  Street,  City  Road  (this  Terrace  was  a 

1859-60  C  turning  off  the  south  side  of  City  Road  a  little  further  down  it  than  the 

last  address  mentioned;  York  Street,  later  Road ,  is  now  Dingley  Road); 

1861-63/4  187  Central  Street,  St.  Luke’s,  E.C.  (this  street  runs  from  Old  Street 

to  City  Road,  which  it  meets  about  opposite  where  Anderson’s  Buildings 

lay). 

No  evidence  of  numismatic  products  has  come  to  notice  in  regard  to  any  of  the  family  members 
in  this  paragraph,  and  they  are  not  mentioned  in  the  BDM  (or  Grant).  (Their  family  relation¬ 
ships  with  one  another  and  with  the  main  stem  have  not  been  traced.) 

The  main  Baddeley  stem  continued  through  John  Sr.’s  son  John  Baddeley  Jr.  (father  ol 
Tohn  Tames)  who  had  set  up,  as  a  diesinker  and  (letter  cutter  and)  seal  engraver,  further 
eastwards,  in  the  Hackney  area.  Although  according  to  the  BDM  (1/111)  his  activity  there 
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lasted  30  years,  this  span  may  more  properly  relate  to  his  total  career  which  presumably 
began  under  his  lather  s  wing5  as  only  two-thirds  of  it  can  be  found  from  directories* 

1847-51  7  West  Street,  Hackney  (now  Westgate  Street,  E.8): 

1852/3-59  The  Triangle,  Mare  Street,  Hackney; 

1861-66  Cambridge  Heath,  Hackney  Road,  N.E.  (now  E.2;  Cambridge  Heath  was 
the  western  end  of  Hackney  Road  itself). 

The  B DM  entry  also  stated  that  he  worked  as  a  trade  medallist  and  was  practically  unknown 
outside  the  trade.  To  him  may  be  attributed  an  1854  medal  of  Cambridge  House  School 
(which  C rant  listed  as  being  by  simply  Baddeley  but  indexed  under  J.  Baddeley ). 

The  foregoing  notes  on  this  family’s  early  history  are  included  as  background  for  the  two 
ensuing  entries  relating  to  Baddeley  companies. 


BADDELEY,  John  James  Grant-,  B DM _ 

John  James  Baddeley  (lived  1842-1926),  eldest  son  of  John  Jr.,  set  up  business  in  a  fresh 
district  at  25  Little  Bell  Alley  (re-named  Copthall  Avenue  in  1890),  Moorgate;  and  ran  it  from 
1865  to  1868,  as  a  diesinker,  medallist,  seal  engraver,  and  letter  and  stamp  cutter.  The  business 
then  (see  next  entry)  passed  to  his  cousins,  but  he  later  resumed  control  of  it. 

No  medals  or  tickets  from  his  hand  have  been  traced.  An  1887  Jubilee  medal  depicting  the 
church  ot  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  shows  his  name  (John  J.  Baddeley)  as  one  of  the  Church 
wardens. 

^He  wrote  historical  works  about  Cripplegate  Ward  (where  the  firm  had  its  premises  from 
1871)  and  the  Guildhall.  He  took  part  in  the  corporate  life  of  the  City  and  was  knighted  in 
1909.  He  was  Lord  Mayor  of  London  for  1921-2  and  was  created  a  baronet  in  1922  under  the 
style  Sir  John. 

He  was  followed  in  the  control  of  the  firm  by  his  eldest  son  John  William  Baddeley  (lived 
1869-19d1)  who  succeeded  to  the  baronetcy  as  Sir  William.  The  latter’s  eldest  son  the  present 
(third)  baronet  Sir  John  Beresford  Baddeley^  Bt.>  is  one  of  the  present  directors. 


BADDELEY  BROS.  (“Established  1865”)  Grant-,  BDM  I/ll  1 

David  and  Frederick  Baddeley  formed  in  1869  the  firm  Baddeley  Bros.,  as  diesinkers, 
medallists,  seal  engravers,  etc.  As  starting  premises  they  took  over  their  cousin  John  James’ 
address  (see  above)  and  next  door,  but  after  two  years  they  moved  to  an  area  on  the  other 
(west)  side  of  Moorgate  (the  business  stayed  in  that  area  until  the  area  was  flattened  by  air 
raids  in  1940-41).  In  1878  a  disagreement  between  the  brothers  caused  Frederick  to  leave  the 
firm  and  to  found  a  fresh  one  (see  next  entry) ;  his  place  was  taken  (at  this  or  a  later  stage)  by 
John  James  who  became  head  of  it,  whence  as  stated  above  it  passed  to  his  heir.  Also  the 
firtn  takes  as  its  date  of  establishment  the  year  when  he  himself  had  set  up  as  forerunner  of  the 
business. 

From  1928  the  style  has  been  Baddeley  Bros.  ( London )  Ltd.  Its  telegraphic  address  is 
“Baddeley”;  its  principal  trade-mark  is  a  broad  letter  B  superimposed  on  a  tall  narrow  letter 
B  within  an  octagonal  frame  (with  the  words  “Trade  Mark”  flanking  the  outside  of  the  frame) 
Medallic  work  disappeared  by  1941  from  the  company’s  business  activity,  which  since  then 
has  operated  solely  as  wholesale  manufacturing  stationers. 

As  from  1945  the  head  of  the  firm  is  Mr.  (William)  David  Baddeley,  whose  grandfather 
William  Henry  Baddeley  was  the  second  son  of  John.??-. 


The  addresses  have  been :

Medals  by  Baddeley  Bros,  are  listed  in  Grant  for  1879,  1887,  and  1893;  no  tickets  have 
been  encountered.  The  1879  medal  forms  the  sole  content  of  the  BDM  entry,  where  it  is 
termed  a  token  and  its  subject  is  described  in  greater  detail  as:  “C.O.  Groom  Napier,  Prince 
of  Mantua”.  Biographical  particulars  of  this  personage  have  not  been  traced.  The  1887  medal, 
commemorative  of  the  Stationery  Trades,  shows  (though  without  his  signature)  the  Joseph 
Moore  veiled  head  portrait  of  the  queen,  and  at  the  foot  of  the  rev.  are  the  words:  “Struck 
by  /  Baddeley  Bros.  London”.

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BADDELEY  &  REYNOLDS  (&  DIX)  Grant;  B DM  I/ll  1 

On  leaving  the  preceding  firm  in  1878,  Frederick  Baddeley  teamed  with  a  financial  partner 
named  Reynolds,  forming  Baddeley  &  Reynolds  trading  similarly.  In  an  advertisement  of  1893 
the  firm  claimed  to  have  invented  the  “Paragon”  dating  stamp.  The  BDM  entry,  written  c.  1900, 
said  that  Frederick  had  cut  numerous  medal  dies,  none  of  them  signed;  also  that  he  was  the 
current  head  of  the  firm,  which,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  BDM’s  preceding  entry, 
indicated  incorrectly  that  he  was  John  Baddeley  Jr.’s  son. 

The  firm’s’ownership  and  style  continued  unchanged  until  1917,  except  for  becoming  Ltd. 
in  1912,  at  sole  address: 

1878-1917  19  Sc  20  Old  Bailey,  E.C. 

Then  a  bereavement  caused  Frederick  Baddeley  to  lose  interest  in  and  so  to  sell  the  business, 
which,  however,  stayed  intact  with  a  son  as  manager,  under  the  style  Baddeley  &  Reynolds 
( branch  of  For dham  &  Co.  Ltd.,  Walthamstow )  at  a  fresh  address: 

1918-20  13  Bishop’s  Court,  Old  Bailey. 

Because  of  the  son’s  keenness  to  own  as  well  as  continue  working  in  the  business,  Frederick 
made  over  to  him  his  patrimony  to  make  up  the  price  for  buying  it  back,  which  having  been 
done  the  son  took  a  machine  engraver  named  Dix  into  management  with  him  and  re-formed 
the  firm  as  Baddeley,  Reynolds,  &  Dix  Ltd.,  operating  as  engravers  and  diesinkers  as  follows: 

1921-27  11  St.  Matthew  Street,  Westminster;  also,  in  parallel: 

1921-23  11  Farringdon  Avenue,  E.C. 4. 

The  telegraphic  addresses  as  from  1918  comprised  the  word  “Perforator”  followed  by  groups 
which  changed  at  the  1921  change  of  address  and  again  at  the  1924  change  from  dual  to  single 
address. 

The  company  then  moved  from  central  London  to  the  outskirts,  as  below,  giving  up 
diesinking  and  instead  trading  as  printers  and  relief  stampers : 

1927-present  25  Dennett  Road,  Croydon. 

The  company  also  still  engages  in  seal  engraving,  and  does  engraving  work  for  medallists.  It  is 
currently  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  D.  B.  Baddeley  (grandson  of  Frederick)  together  with 
the  son  of  the  above  Mr.  Dix. 

Medals  by  Baddeley  &  Reynolds  listed  by  Grant  are  of  1881  (Caxton’s  Press);  1887;  and 
two  of  Exhibitions  held  in  1888,  viz.  the  Anglo-Danish  and  the  Cardiff  International.  Specimens 
viewed  of  these  last  two  were  award  medals  made  of  tin,  appx.  2V  diam.,  bearing  signature 
Baddeley  &  Reynolds,  London.  Another  medal  bearing  this  signature  (but  without  London) 
is  of  aluminium,  appx.  If"  diam.,  struck  for  the  visit  to  London  in  1892  of  Buffalo  Bill’s  Wild 
West  Co.;  featuring  on  obv.  a  finely  executed  half-facing  bust  of  Buffalo  Bill  and  on  rev.  in  a 
double  spray  a  five-pointed  star  accompanied  by  the  word  Merit. 

A  ticket  bearing  the  company’s  standard  mark,  the  abbreviation  B  &  R,  occurs  (copper, 
31  mm.,  uniface)  in  the  author’s  collection: 

At  rim:  “ship  and  turtle”.  Centre:  “2/6”  (large,  sloping) 

Below:  An  ornament  (rosette  between  lilies),  and  beneath  this  at  the  rim  in  tiny  lettering 

is:  “B  St  R  .  LONDON”. 

This  was  presumably  a  London  item  and  used  at  the  old  Ship  Sc  1  urtle  Tavern  in  Leadenhall 
Street,  E.C.;  built  1377,  enlarged  1735,  rebuilt  1884  (perhaps  the  occasion  of  striking  the 
ticket);  in  1919  it  was  closed  and  converted  into  offices  of  the  Port  of  Liverpool  Sc  Mersey 
Dock  Board.  (These  historical  details  are  taken  from  H.  P.  Clunn’s  The  Face  of  London  (1957) 
p.  32).  In  nineteenth  century  fiction  the  tavern  was  mentioned  in  Surtees’  Handley  Cross  as 
being  patronised  by  John  Jorrocks. 

Another  ticket  similarly  signed  is  of  brass,  uniface,  oblong,  49  x  20  mm.  with  rounded 
corners,  reading  within  a  dotted  border: 

“barnard,  peter  &  co”  (across,  above,  curved  at  ends),  “one  /  shilling”  (across  the 

field),  “b  &  R  .  London”  (in  tiny  letters  below). 

This  is  attributed  as  being  a  coaling  ticket  of  St.  Lucia  of  period  1870’s-1880’s  and  is  no.  1  in 
the  illustrated  list  of  that  series  contained  (pp.  188-193)  in  Pridmore  The  Coins  of  the  British 
Commonwealth  of  Nations,  Part  3— West  Indies  (1966).  (Other  lists  of  the  series  are  cited  in  the 
entry  for  Ralph  NEAL  which  follows  in  this  Part  III). 

A  further  trade  ticket,  a  specimen  of  which  was  kindly  presented  by  Mr.  D.  B.  Baddeley 
to  the  Author,  who  is  also  indebted  to  him  for  some  aspects  of  the  company’s  history,  is  a 
little  copper  piece  \9\  mm.  diam.  as  follows: 

Obv.  “Marcus  Clark  /  1890”  around  his  facing  bust. 

Rev.  “The  Great  Southern  Draper”  around  “Newtown  /  Sydney  /  N.S.W.  .  between 
a  coil  of  ribbon  with  curled  ends  outstretched,  and  a  rod  with  cross  in  centre. 
At  foot:  “B  &  R.  London”. 

The  business  founded  by  Clark  is  now  a  large  department  store. 
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KING  STEPHEN’S  FIRST  COINAGE,  1135-1141.

One  of  the  most  interesting  reigns  in  English  coinage  is  that  of  Stephen,  1135- 
1154.  In  this  article  I  will  deal  briefly  with  the  first  issue,  called  ‘Watford’  because  the 
only  find  of  any  significance  was  discovered  in  the  towTn  of  that  name  in  1818.  In 
the  Watford  find  632  pennies  and  11  halfpennies  of  Stephen,  B.M.C.  I,  were  found. 
Specimens  were  also  included  in  the  discoveries  at  Linton,  Dartford,  Nottingham, 
Sheldon,  Bute  and  Winterslow  but  the  total  number  of  coins  from  all  these  latter 
places  is  only  300,  including  a  few  halves  and  quarters.  Bearing  in  mind  that  the 
British  Museum  has  over  150  specimens  and  many  other  public  collections  have  a 
number  of  coins,  the  Watford  type  is  quite  scarce  on  the  market  today. 


The  main  interest  in  this  type  lies  in  the  fact  that  local,  irregular  and  unofficial 
issues  as  well  as  contemporary  imitations  are  known.  It  is  the  only  time  in  the  history 
of  England  that  a  non  regal  name  appeared  on  the  obverse  of  a  coin.  The  nearest 
one  gets  to  this  otherwise  is  in  respect  of  the  Cromwell  coins,  which  were  patterns 
only  and  the  Churchill  crowns,  upon  which  the  Queen’s  name  also  appeared. 

To  understand  the  reasons  for  the  situation  which  arose  during  the  first  few 
years  of  Stephen’s  reign  it  is  necessary  to  examine  the  conditions  obtaining  at  the 
time.  King  Henry  I  died  suddenly  on  the  1st  December,  1135,  and  on  three  occasions 
before  he  had  made  the  Barons  of  England  swear  that  upon  his  death  they  would 
make  his  daughter,  Matilda,  Queen  of  England.  This  they  promised,  but  as  no  woman 
had  ever  been  monarch  in  her  own  right  it  seemed  obvious  that  the  promise  would  not 
be  kept.  At  the  time  of  Henry’s  death  Matilda  was  in  France  with  her  husband  and 
most  of  the  English  nobility  were  also  there  with  Henry.  Stephen,  Count  ofBlois, 
upon  hearing  of  the  death  of  his  uncle,  hurried  to  England  and  by  the  15th  December 
had  been  accepted  as  king  by  the  people  of  London.  His  coronation  was  on  the  26th 
December — only  twenty-five  days  after  the  death  of  Henry. 

Stephen  did  not  have  to  fight  for  the  crown.  The  only  barons  in  England  when 
he  arrived  were  young  Ranulf,  Earl  of  Chester,  who  was  engaged  in  battle  against 
the  Welsh  and  Roger,  Earl  of  Warwick,  described  as  a  weak  man  addicted  to  pleasure 
rather  than  courage.  On  the  asset  side,  Stephen  had  the  support  of  his  brother, 
Henry,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  in  England  and  when  he  presented  himself  at 
Winchester  he  was  handed  the  keys  to  the  treasury  without  any  questions.  The 
people  accepted  Stephen  willingly  as  they  knew  that  the  only  alternative  was 
Matilda  who  was  disliked  particularly  as,  after  her  confirmation  as  heir 
presumptive,  she  had  married  a  foreigner. 

The  circumstances  under  which  a  monarch  assumes  the  throne  have  a  strong 
bearing  upon  the  coinage.  Thus  when  there  is  an  obvious  successor  and  a  peaceful 
succession  the  coins  of  the  previous  king  often  continue  unchanged  for  some  time. 
Examples  of  this  may  be  cited  in  the  cases  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  who  continued 
Harthacnut’s  coins  with  a  mere  alteration  of  name,  and  Henry  II,  who  allowed 
Stephen’s  last  issue  to  continue  completely  unchanged  for  at  least  two  years.  On 
the  other  hand  Harold  II  issued  two  varieties  from  over  45  mints  during  his  short 
reign  of  nine  months.  Similarly,  Stephen  arranged  for  his  money  to  be  issued  as

soon  as  possible.  The  first  item  produced  was  the  great  seal,  which  was  in  use  before 
26th  December,  1135— only  three  weeks  after  the  death  of  his  predecessor.  The 
coinage  came  next  and  this  was  the  best  advertisement  available  in  the  twelfth 
century,  as  it  spread  the  name  of  the  new  sovereign  to  all  parts  of  the  land.  Stephen 
needed  publicity.  Two  interesting  points  arise;  first,  the  use  of  the  word  ‘Rex’  on 
the  coinage :  this  had  not  appeared  of  the  later  issues  of  Henry  I,  and  secondly  the 
spelling  of  the  king’s  name  on  the  coinage  ‘stifne’  as  against  the  more  correct 
‘stephanus’  which  appears  on  the  seal.  This  shows  the  haste  in  which  the  dies  for  the 
coins  were  produced.  The  name  Stephen  had  fallen  into  disuse  on  the  coinage  and 
it  is  likely  that  the  engravers  had  not  cause  to  produce  it  previously. 

According  to  the  British  Museum  there  are  seven  distinctive  issues  of  the  reign 
of  Stephen  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  three  of  these  were  general.  Types  III,  IV,  and 
V  were  issued  from  Leicester,  Lincoln,  Norwich  and  Nottingham  and  possibly  one 
or  two  other  towns.  They  are  represented  today  by  a  handful  of  copies.  Types  II 
and  VI  come  from  Eastern  England  only  and  the  Western  mints  were  under  the 
control  of  the  Angevin  supporters  for  part  of  the  reign.  It  is  generally  accepted  that 
the  three  middle  BM.C .  types  are  variations  and  that  the  general  emissions  number 
four,  namely  types  I,  II,  VI  and  VII.  The  first  type  was  current  from  1135  to  1141, 
although  the  usual  time  for  Norman  issues  was  only  two  to  three  years.  The  evidence 
supporting  this  extra  long  period  is  twofold.  First,  all  the  irregular  issues  which 
were  minted  during  the  king’s  captivity  in  1141  copy  B.M.C.  I,  which  would  indicate 
that  it  was  in  circulation  at  the  time.  Secondly,  there  is  evidence  that  the  town  of 
Carlisle  was  ceded  to  Scotland  in  1139  and,  as  one  would  expect,  the  first  two 
varieties  of  B.M.C.  I,  are  known  from  this  mint  and  the  first  issues  of  the  Scottish 
king  are  similar  to  the  Watford  type.  Further  reference  to  varieties  will  be  made 
later. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  issues  of  the  Watford  type  there  are  the  following 
abnormal  emissions : 

Erased  dies. 

Coins  with  the  legend  ‘pereric’. 

Baronial — in  the  names  of  Eustace  Fitzjohn,  Henry  of  Winchester,  and  Robert  de 
Stutevilie. 

Angevin  Party — in  the  names  of  Matilda,  and  Henry  of  Anjou. 

It  is  also  possible  that  some  of  the  normal  coins  were  issued  without  authority  and 
the  profits  went  into  the  pocket  of  a  private  person — who  unlike  some  magnates  did 
.not  have  the  audacity  to  place  his  name  on  the  coin.  Flow  many  of  these  coins  exist 
is  impossible  to  ascertain.  It  would  seem  that  during  the  long  period  of  issue  of  the 
Watford  type  there  were  three  distinct  varieties  and  one  of  the  varieties,  perhaps, 
had  a  subdivision.  The  first  dies  undoubtedly  are  those  with  the  full  title  ‘rex’  and 
this  appears  invariably  with  the  King’s  name  spelt  ‘stifne’.  On  a  very  few  coins  the 
name  ‘stephanus’  is  used,  those  known  coming  from  London,  Watchet,  Derby  and 
the  dies  used  by  the  Abbot  of  Reading.  The  first  variety,  which  may  be  described 
as  type  A,  was  current  from  December,  1135,  to  about  September,  1137. 

Type  B  shows  the  commencement  of  deterioration  in  the  legend.  The  king’s 
name  has  an  ‘e’  added  to  read  ‘stiefne’  and  the  ‘rex’  is  reduced  to  ‘re’  or  ‘r’.  It 
lasted  for  about  three  years  from  September,  1137  to  September,  1140.  The  third 
variety,  type  C,  in  its  most  common  form  has  just  ‘stiefne’  in  large  letters  on  the 
obverse,  plus  of  course  the  usual  cross  before  the  start  of  the  legend.  Nine  of  the 
mints,  namely  Bedford,  Carlisle,  Canterbury,  Lincoln,  London,  Norwich,  Oxford, 
Southwark  and  Warwick  have  no  inner  circle  on  the  obverse.  In  the  case  of  Carlisle 
the  coin  is  from  type  A  dies  and  perhaps  represents  an  error.  But  for  the  other  mints 
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the  legend  is  the  usual  one  for  variety  C.  The  only  exception  I  have  come  across  is 
a  penny  in  my  collection  from  Oxford  which  has  no  inner  circle  and  reads: 

T  stiefne  (r) :  :  +  SPETIN  (c)  ON  ox: 

Whether  the  coins  with  no  inner  circle  represent  the  tail  end  of  variety  C  or  alter¬ 
natively  are  the  result  of  careless  workmanship  is  difficult  to  say.  It  would  seem  that 
they  are  all  of  very  poor  workmanship  and  have  such  a  large  bust  that  there  is  no  room 
for  the  circle.  The  lettering  too  is  larger  than  normal.  That  this  is  the  last  issue  of 
B.M.C.  I  is  evident  by  comparing  B.M.C.  II  with  it.  On  B.M.C.  II  pennies  I 
have  examined  every  one  has  the  legend  ‘stiefne’. 

The  scarcity  of  the  varieties  may,  perhaps,  be  noted  by  looking  at  the  copies  of 
the  Watford  type  in  the  British  Museum.  For  these  figures  I  have  discarded  the 
coins  where  the  obverse  wording  is  not  easy  to  read.  Based  on  the  national  collection 
the  coins  with  no  inner  circle  are  the  scarcest,  but  type  A  is  also  hard  to  come  by  as 
most  of  the  finds  were  buried  later  in  the  reign.  The  numbers  in  the  British  Museum 
are:

“KIRKEE”  AND  THE  MEDAL.

The  collecting  of  British  campaign  medals  might  have  been  scotched  in  its 
infancy  if  “Kirkee”  had  had  his  way.  This  pseudonymous  gentleman  wrote  to  the 
Editor  of  “The  United  Service  Gazette”  on  October  24th,  1849,  and  his  letter 
appeared,  in  company  with  those  of  the  inevitable  “Fair  Play”  and  “Justice”,  in  the 
issue  for  November  10th,  1849.  Headed  “Abuse  of  the  War  Medal”,  it  opened: 

“Sir, — In  sending  these  lines  for  insertion,  I  must  premise  that  I  have  only 
one  wish  in  view,  namely — to  endeavour,  as  far  as  lies  in  my  power,  to  correct 
an  evil  of  some  magnitude,  and  which,  if  not  immediately  inquired  into  by  the 
Authorities,  will  lead  to  worse  results.  I  allude,  with  sorrow,  to  the  practice  too 
common  among  Pensioners  and  discharged  Soldiers  of  pawning  their  Medals”. 
He  told  a  story  about  “that  illustrious  man  the  late  Duke  of  York,  then 
Commander-in-Chief”,  being  requested  in  1826  to  recommend  the  grant  of  medals 
for  Ava  and  Rangoon;  he  refused,  on  the  grounds  of  having  seen  “sundry  bowlsfiill 
of  Waterloo  Medals  in  the  safe  custody  of  mine  uncle”. 

“Kirkee”  thought  that  “we  are  on  the  road  to  the  same  result  again.  Already 
have  I  seen  Medals  for  Ghuznee  and  China;  and,  tell  it  not  in  Gath,  a  Peninsula  one 
with  five  clasps,  exposed  for  sale  in  a  pawn-broker’s  window7.  This  ought  not  to  be 
allowed”.  It  was,  he  added,  a  “national  disgrace”. 

He  suggested  means  by  which  to  “prevent  the  Medals  falling  into  the  hands  of 
counterfeit  Soldiers”,  as  he  put  it — evidently  he  had  small  regard  for  collectors. 
Pensioners,  he  said,  should  be  obliged  to  wear  their  medals  on  pay-day,  whereat 
“  ‘No  Medal,  no  pay’,  would  eradicate,  in  some  mesaure,  the  evil  complained  of. 
The  next  thing  would  be  to  appoint  some  Officer  at  the  Horse  Guards  to  receive  the 
deceased  Soldier’s  Medals,  giving  the  value  for  it,  of  course”. 

Whilst  rejoicing  that  “Kirkee’s”  doubtless  well-meant  advice  was  not  followed, 
we  should  not  lightly  dismiss  the  social  conditions  amongst  which  the  Victorian  and 
Edwardian  pawn-shop  functioned.  Kipling’s  “Shillin’  a  Day”  is  probably  an  apt 
comment,  so  far  as  the  Army  pensioner  was  concerned.  “Why,  there  are  thousands 
of  ex-soldiers  walking  the  London  streets  now  literally  starving”,  wrote  a  former 
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bandmaster  of  the  Assam  Frontier  Police,  in  a  letter  reprinted  in  the  Indian  journal 
of  the  17th  Lancers  in  1908.  “Pawn-shop  windows  tell  a  tale,  being  well  filled  with 
medals,  in  which  those  of  Indian  frontier  fights  are  not  inconspicuous”. 

Perhaps  we,  too,  can  feel  a  shadow  of  “Kirkee’s”  indignation  at  the  number  of 
Korea  medals  appearing  in  the  modern  “swap-shop”. 

THE  REDRUTH  PLAQUE.

The  commemorative  plaque  presented  in  the  name  of  King  George  V  to  the 
next-of-kin  of  those  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  first  World  War  is  well-known.  The 
total  number  of  these  issued  was  in  the  neighbourhood  of  900,000. 

No  similar  general  issue  was  made  after  the  second  World  War,  but  a  comparable 
plaque  was  presented  by  the  town  of  Redruth,  in  Cornwall,  to  the  relatives  of  those 
members  of  the  forces  whose  home  it  was,  and  who  were  killed  during  the  war.  This 
was  a  bronze  medallion,  5-f  in.  diameter  (the  official  World  War  I  issue  measured 
4J  in.)  and  both  in  design  and  execution  was  superior  to  the  earlier  plaque.  It 
depicts  Carn  Brea — a  castle  keep  on  a  hill-top — which  is  not  only  a  local  landmark, 
but  typified  the  strength  and  determination  of  the  Briton,  and  more  especially  of  the 
Cornishman.  Below  this  is  a  tablet  upon  which  is  engraved  the  name  of  the  fallen 
man.  Round  the  edge  is  the  legend:  “Redruth  honours  her  own  who  fell  in  the  World 
War,  1939-1945”.  The  artist  was  the  late  Revd.  Allan  Gairdner  Wyon,  a  member 
of  the  famous  family  of  medallists,  who  was  for  nearly  20  years  vicar  of  Newlyn,  a 
Cornish  fishing  village  only  about  18  miles  from  Redruth. 

68  of  these  plaques  were  struck  and  presented,  and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
no  charge  in  respect  of  them  fell  on  public  funds.  During  the  war,  a  Redruth  Welcome 
Home  Fund  raised  a  considerable  amount  of  money  for  the  benefit  of  service  men 
and  women  of  the  town.  LTpon  returning  to  Redruth,  each  of  them  received  a  token 
gift,  and  they  were  entertained  in  the  local  Drill  Hall.  One  of  these  plaques  was 
presented  to  the  nearest  relative  of  each  of  the  deceased,  and  finally  a  memorial 
tablet  bearing  the  names  of  the  fallen  was  placed  in  the  lobby  of  the  Public  Library. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

The  Bedford  Mint  under  Henry  I.  Arising  from  my  article  in  the  August  edition  of  the 
Bulletin ,  I  have  been  asked  by  Mr.  F.  Elmore  Jones  to  substantiate  my  statement  relating  to  the 
Bedford  mint  that  a  die  used  “appears  to  have  come  from  Bristol  ...”  I  comment  as  follows: 

1.  Coins  of  the  moneyer,  Edricus,  are  knov/n  for  both  Bedford  and  Bristol. 

2.  Type  XIII  is  the  only  one  of  the  reign  to  come  from  Bedford  and  after  such  a  long  lapse 
it  is  almost  certain  that  an  experienced  moneyer  would  be  drawn  from  another  mint. 

3.  Bedford  was  controlled  by  the  de  Beauchamp  family  and  another  de  Beauchamp,  Walter, 
held  large  areas  of  Gloucestershire.  He  was  constable  of  Bristol. 

4.  Dies  were  considered  expensive  in  Norman  times  and  their  transfer  from  one  town  to 
another  is  common.  Some  transfers  involve  considerable  distance;  examples  being 
London/Exeter  and  London/Thetford. 

There  are  only  three  coins  of  B.M.C.  XIII  known  from  Bristol  and  Bedford  and  I  accept 
Mr.  Elmore  Jones’  point  that  no  die  link  exists.  I  am,  however,  of  the  opinion  that  Payne  de 
Beauchamp  would  have  looked  to  his  own  family  for  a  moneyer  when  re-opening  the  Bedford 
mint. 

I  should  like  to  amend  my  wording  under  the  heading  Bedford  to  read: 

The  moneyer  who  struck  the  Bedford  coins  may  well  have  come  from  Bristol,  which  was 
under  the  control  of  Payne’s  cousin.  (Closed — ). — R.J.  Seaman. 

Himyaritic  Coins.  Seeing  descriptions  of  Himyaritic  coins  offered  in  the  Bulletins  of 
December  and  June,  1966,  led  me  to  decide  that  an  unknown  silver  coin  (13-15  mm.,  24  grains), 
concave-convex,  that  I  have  had  lying  about  some  long  time,  was  of  this  kind,  probably  a 
half-drachma.  It  is  in  quite  good  condition.  The  obverse  head,  short  pigtail  in  front,  is  enclosed 
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in  a  coiled  serpent,  head  above  the  man’s  head.  The  concave  reverse  legend  is  bold  and  clear, 
and  I  found  I  could  read  it  (right  to  left)  with  the  aid  of  a  Thamudite  alphabet  of  1st  Cent.  b.c. 
and  incomplete  Sabean  alphabets  of  1st  to  4th  Cent.  B.c.  (from  rock  carvings),  the  last  very 
similar  to  the  coin,  but  would  make  the  iast  letter  of  the  name  a  k  or  g  (very  much  alike)  but 
not  an  N,  also  the  middle  stroke  is  undoubtedly  an  L,  so  that  the  name  reads  ‘Amdan  el  Bayak(g) ; 
Yanaf  is  not  on  the  coin,  unless  it  is  written  vertically  behind  the  head;  also  I  make  the  mint 
(in  exergue)  Rayan  rather  than  Raidan.  The  monogram  on  right  is  very  dubious,  looks  like  a 
sceptre  of  sorts,  but  could  be  conjured  into  a  Sabean  hql  vertically.  I  wonder  if  there  is  any 
independent  authority  for  this  early  Arab  sheikh’s  name,  and  period.  So  many  early  rulers  are 
unknown  except  for  coins. — “ Lancashire  Correspondent ”. 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Royal  Num.  Soc.  An  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the 
Society  was  held  on  21st  November,  with  Mr.  D.  F. 
Allen,  President,  in  the  Chair.  The  President  announced 
the  award  of  the  Parkes  Weber  Prize  to  Air.  Stephen 
Leggett  for  an  essay  on  Farthings  in  Britain  and  of  the 
Lhotka  Memorial  Award  to  Mr.  P.  D.  Whitting  for  his 
book  Coins  in  the  Classroom. 

Mrs.  J.  A.  V.  Cargill  Thompson  read  a  paper  on 
The  autonomous  coinage  of  Sicyon,  in  which  she  sum¬ 
marised  conclusions  from  her  projected  study.  The  start 
of  the  regular  series  can  be  dated  to  the  hist  quarter  of 
the  fifth  century.  The  stater  series  probably  begins  at 
the  start  of  the  Peloponnesian  war,  and  if  the  inclusion 
of  the  Sicyon  coin  in  the  1951  Euboro-Boetian  hoard 
can  be  relied  upon,  the  interesting  conclusion  follows 
that  three-fifths  of  the  total  stater  series  was  struck 
during  the  Peloponnesian  war.  A  gold  issue  of  the  first 
half  of  the  4th  century  may  on  literary  and  other 
evidence  be  attributed  to  the  tyrant  Euphron.  For  the 
latest  stater  issues,  alternative  historical  contexts  were 
suggested.  The  Achaian  League  triobols  of  Sicyon  and 
her  reduced  aegenetic  triobols  were  given  provisional 
dates  within  the  first  half  of  the  second  century,  b.c.

Quiggin  offered  examples 
where  no  currencies  existed  even  to  quite  recent  times. 
Finally  a  number  of  primitive  currencies  were  men¬ 
tioned  in  detail  and  exhibited,  and  the  evening  con¬ 
cluded  with  a  number  of  questions  being  asked  and 
answered.

The  first  of  these  reported  on  a  newly  dis¬ 
covered  “Three  Crown”  groat  of  the  period  of  Henry 
VII  which  combined  an  “Edwardus”  obverse  with  a 
reverse  displaying  the  initial  “H”  as  on  Henry’s  regular 
issue.  This  coin  gives  a  final  coup  de  grace  to  the  attri¬ 
bution  of  the  “Three  Crown”  coins  in  the  name  of 
Edward  to  Edward  IV.  Mr.  Dolley’s  second  paper  con¬ 
sisted  of  an  interim  report  on  his  current  research  on 
the  chronology  of  the  Irish  “Harp  Groats”  of  Henry 
VIII. 

The  first  coin  auction  of  the  current  season  was  held 
on  24th  November,  at  Newman  House,  when  the  first 
portion  of  the  collection  of  a  recently  deceased  member 
of  the  Society  was  sold.
